Details of His Death, and tbe En 
gageraent in Which it Oc- 
curred, Show bow Brave 
the Outlaw Was. 



Wasbliigton, May it. — Unofficial 
reports received at the war depait- 
meat give additional details of the 
campaign which leanlted in the death 
^“Oeneral” San Miguel and the nt- 
tbr ronte * uf bis band ol outlaws by 
the Philippine scouts, commanded by 
Lleuts. Nickerson ard Reese. 'Phe 
scouts located San Miguel’s band 
about halfe way between Caloocan 
ami Mariquina, in a strongly foitifitd 
corral and blockhouse built by the 
Spaniards many years ago and lo 
well concealed by jungle that it had 
escaped discovery. Lieut. Nicheiaon 
annd Lieut. Reeae and their men 
made a gallant attack on this ttrong- 
hold, under a very heavy fire from 
the enemy through the loopholes in 
the wall around the blockhouse. Tbe 
scouts charge over the wall, and en- 
gaged the enemy in a hand-to-hand 
combat, driving them into the fott. 
In this assault Lieut. Reese was shot 
through tbe thigh just below the 
groin. 

San Miguel, surrounded by a devot- 
ed bodyguard ol about thirty men, 
undertook to slip through the line, 
but being discovered, put up a plucky 
running fight. Lient. Nickerson, 
with filteen men, attacked San 
Miguel's party, bnt withheld their 
fire until within abort range, when 
they put three ballets through San 
Miguel’a body. San Miguel died 
gamely, shooting while lying on the 
ground wounded. 

Six of his bodyguard were killed. 
The remainder escaped to tbe dense 
jungle. 

The fight lasted about an hour. 
Tbe enemy lost forty dead that were 
counted, and the jungle concealed 
other killed and wounded. No pris- 
oners were taken. Many valuable 
papers wc found on tbe bodies of tbe 
dead and wounded, which are said to 
contain evidence against several 
prominent officials ir the province.

The Congreas of Arts and Science* 
will have one definite task: to dem- 
nnstrate the unity of knowledge and 
thus bring harmony and Interrelation 
Into the scattered scientific work of 
our day. Leading scholars from the 
whole world are to deliver lecture*. 

The widest group will be the Sci- 
ence. of Knowledge, divided into tb» 
orcUcal sciences and practical scl- 
ences. The theoretical sctenc4-8 are 
divided according to purpose* and 
phenomena Into four main divisions: 
Normative sclenc«s (absolute pur- 
poscH); historical science* (Individual 
purposes) ; physical sciences (abso- 
lute phenomena); mental ectcnces 
.(mental phenomena). 

The practical science* arc divided 
Into three main divisloDs: ITUlltarlon 
science*; regulative sciences; cultural 
sciences. 

These seven main divisions are 
then subdivided Into the following 
general topics: 

Normative Sciences — Philosophy, 
Mathematics. 

Historical Sciences — Politics, I-aw, 
EkNinonilcs, I.4inKuage and Literature, 
Education, Art, Religion. 

Physical Sciences — Physics and 
Chemistry, Astronomy, (leology, lllol- 
ogy. Anthropology. 

Mental Sciences — Psychology, Soci- 
ology. 

Utilitarian Sciences — Medical Sci- 
ences, Praetlcal Economic Sciences, 
Technological Sciences. 

Regulative Sciences — Practical Po- 
liUcAl Rclencea, Practical Social Sci- 
ences, Practical Legal Bcloncee. 

Cultural Sciences — Practical Educa- 
tional Sciences, Practical Aesthetic 
Scleneea, Practical Religious Sciences. 

On Monday the congress will be 
opened by one address on the "Rela- 
tion of the Onngress to Rctentlflc 
Progress"; another on the "Unity of 
Theoretical Sclencee." The eeven 
main dlvlslont will also be discussed 
during the afternoon by an Introduo- 
lory address on the "Fundamental 
Concepttona" of each special division.

There may be a dinner, hut anyway 
r«‘freshmeDts will be provided In ubun- 
dauce.

Buddhist monks away lu one of tlie 
tiwitba will lie reciting sacred texts 
lueatiwhlle, but nothing lu the way of 
praycT, whether for the dead or the 
living, eiittTS Into tlui ceremony. 

l-Treworks will lie let off. Including a 
very mournful one known to the na- 
tives us tlie "roaring of elepbuntia" It 
Is made by shaving a thick bamboo 
very thin at one point and then making 
a slit. The Inside Is filled with compu- 
sltluD and sealed, and this, when fired,

BERTILLION SYSTEM. 



Chinese Immisfrants Will Have 
to be Measured by French 
System. 



Washington, May ii.— Tbe immi- 
gration service has ordered ten outfits 
of the Bertilllon system ot physical 
mesanrement and Is preparing to use 
them In the detection of Chinese. Ev- 
ery port of entry through which Chi- 
nese come to the United States will 
be supplied with the apparata now so 
much used by tbe police oflSclals of 
tbe different cities ol the world. Tbe 
outfits are to be tbe best that ran be 
procured, and It Is hope<l to have 
them In full operation by the begin- 
ning ol the new fiscal )ear, Jnly i, if 
not earlier. It la believed that the 
system which was provided lor In an 
appropriation by Congress will put sn 
end to the smuggling in of Chinese 
laborers as merchants or former resi- 
dents or citizens ol this country. The 
certificates now In use, whlth photo- 
graphs attached, are mere articles of 
merchandise in many Western cities. 
They are frequently to be found In 
pawnbrokers' shops, where they have 
considerable value because ol their 
uselulness to Cbinamen In getting in- 
to tbe country. 

Tbe Immigration ofiScials h.ave con- 
cluded an arrangement with the Ca- 
nsdisn Pacific railway which it la 
hoped will be tfl.-ctive against the 
stealthy schemes ot Chinese seeking 
entrance to the United States. This 
agreement Is lor the Canadian Pacific 
railway to deliver direct to immigra- 
tion officials at places all the China- 
men trying to come here through 
Canada*. These places are Malone, 
N. Y., Burlington, Vt . Portal, S. D., 
and Sumaa, Wash. All Chinamen 
arriving on the steamers ol tbe Cana- 
dian Pacific or transported over its 
lines, having the United States as 
their destination, will be delivered 
directly to the immigration service at 
these points only. Large detention 
buildings are being erected at these 
places for the purpose ol housing tbe 
Chinamen. 

The railroad company has agreed 
that those to be depoited will be im- 
mediately returned to steamers f>ir 
shipment to China. The advantage 
of tbe a^ ri.euitnt U in the fact that up
